LAND OFFIGE NEWS

More Than One Million Acres of Lamd

Designated for Fntry under the
Homestead Act During June

Secretary Lane has just announced
1hat the activities of the Department
of the Interior in the classification of
public lands during the month of
June have been confined practically
to classifications ag to irrigability un-
der the enlarged homestead act.

During the month of June some-
what more than one million acres
were desigrated for entry under the
enlarged homestead act. Two of the
states lo which the act was extended
during the last sesslon of congress,
namely, Kansas and South Dakota,
were beneficlaries of the designations
made during June. About 37,000
acres were designated In Kansas and
somewhat more than 56,000 acres in
South Dakota. The states most af-
fected were New Mexico with desig-
nations of 370,000 acres, Colorado,
181,000 acres; Montana, 129,000 ac-
res, and Oregon, 120,000 acres. Ari-
gona was affected to the extent of
61,000 acres, and in & number of oth-
ér states areas of lesd than 0,000
acres were classified as nonirrigable
and so opened to entry as double
homesteads of 320 acres each.

The secretary has recently approv-
ed an order which will open to entry
on September 10, 1915, under the
provisions of the enlarged homestead
act, approximately 120,000 acres of
nonirrigable lands in the state of
Washingion, The areas affecied by
this order are located In eleven coun-
ties in the eastern part of the stile
the greater part being sltuated In
Walla Wallsa, Adams and Yakima
counties.

The secretary has also announpeed
that by the approval of an order of
designation, more than 220,000 ar
res of nonlrrigable lands In New
Mexlco will be open 10 entry on SBep-
tember 10, 1915, under the provis-

“SOME" OATS

Nile.

It Has Been Demonsteated that Fifty
Bushels to the Acre Can Be
Raised in Sand HiHls

Gustaf Sandoz was In Alllance the
first of this week from his ranch six
miles north of Ellsworth and brought
with him & bunch of oats pulled at

random from his 25-acre field. ‘The
oats on this field will average four
feet in height. The heads are ex-
ceptionally well filled, and the grain
itgelf is in fine shape; the stalks are
almost perfect, being large and
straight, with few joints. All. who
bhave Inspected the field say that the
avernge will be between 40 and 50
bushels to the acre, barring the un-
foreseen. This crop is being raised
right in the center of the sand hills,
and demonstrates beyond a doubt
that oats is one of the coming crops
in this section. Mr. Sundoz planted
his seed May 10, ‘

Besides the oats, Mr. Sandoz has
35 acres of alfalfa and 30 acres of
corn, both of which are in almost us
good shape as the oats. The gecond
erop of alfalfa will soon be ready to
cut, and now averages about two feet
high over the field. It is thick and
well developed, and will run between
two and three tons to the acre,

The corn uverages five feet in
helght—exceptional consldering the
weather of the past two months—
and the stalks are large and strong.
Mr. Sapdoz uses every up-to-date
method, and studies the results of
cich experiment—and profits there-
by. He declares that farming is Jjust
ag much a business proposition as
conducting a store, and he runs his
farm on a business basis.

HIBH-TESTING CREAM

Farmer and the Creamery in
Handling This Kind

The average fat content of cream
Aelivered to many creamerion is ap-
proximately 256 per cent. This means
that, in some instances, the test Is
above and in others below this aver-
age, It is evident that many cream-
ery managers, as well as many farm-
ers, do not understand the loss In-
volved In bandling thin cream,

Cream testing 30 to 95 per cent is
the most satisfactory to the farmer
and to the creamery man, A com-
parison of low-testing with high-test-
ing cream reveals, for the high-test
ing cream, these advantages:

(a) To the creamery man—
(1) Less  bulk to handle, hencr
less lubor, fewer churnings, smaller
egquipment and bullding.
(2) Lesa bultermilk, hence
loss of fat In buttermilk.
(3) Less cost to pasteurize, about
one-half as much ste being re-
quired per 100 pounds of fat in 34
per cent cream as in 17 per cent
two-thirds as mueh in 33 per cent as
in 22 per cont cream. In couling the
eam less water or brine ls required
for the handling of the puwe amaan
of fat when the cream s rich tha.
when. it ia thin.

(4) In pasteurizing sour crean,
the formation of large surd particles,
with the attendant loss of buttér fat,
is avoided to a great extent it the
créam contains  more than 30 per
cent fat.

(b) To the farmer—

fewer cans and smaller cooling tank
required. Fifty pounde of 34 per
cent cream and 100 pounds of 17 pe:
cent eream both contaln the same
number of pounds of fat.

(2) Less bulk to cool, honce less
lee or cold water required; quicker
cooling, hence less deterioration,
Cream spolle In a short tirae if not
cooled quickly and held at u temper-
ature helow 60 degrees F.

{3) Less bulk to hsaul to eream-
ery.

(4) Better keeping quulities of
the cream. It Is not the fat but the
other solids in the eream which be-
come sour and spoil. As thin eream
containe more of these solids it sours
sooner than thick cream.

(6) More skimmed milk kept om
the farm. The farmer who delivers
100 pounds of fat In 17 per cent
eream delivers 294 pounds of skim-
med milk more than if he delivered
14 per cent cream. Unless the but-
termilk is returned free this Is a dead
loss to him, At 25 cents & hundred
pounds it amounts to nearly 75 cents
or three-fourths of a cent on each
pound of butter fat delivered.
Farmers sometimes offer the fol-
lowing objections to high-testing
cream: (1) Thick cream may stick
to the ean and be & loss to the farm-
er: (2) improper samples may be
taken because of Insufficient mixing;
(3) u high test is more likely to be
cut thun a low one. In a properly
operated factory, however, these ob-
jectlons do not hold good, and the
creamery man who would have' his
patrons deliver rich cream will man-
age the plant so efficlently that there
will be no grounds upon which to
base such objections.
